Education (Ireland) Act, 1879,” it was declared that it should be lawful for 
Her Majesty, in case Her Majesty should be pleased so to do, by Charter 
to found a University in Ireland : 

And Whereas by Charter bearing date the Twenty-seventh day of April 
in the Forty-third year of Her late Majesty’s Reign, Her Majesty founded i 
University by the name of “ The Royal University of Ireland ” : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University having, in pursuance of 
the power conferred upon them by the said Charter submitted to Her late 
Majesty Statutes for the Government of the said University touching matters 
not expressly provided for by the said Charter, Her Majesty, by Letter under 
the Royal Sign Manual bearing date the Twenty-ninth day of November One 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one, in the Forty -fifth year of Hot Beign 
did approve of the said Statutes : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University have, in pursuance of the- 
power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us in writings 
under the Common Seal of the said University, certain alterations (hereinafter 
appearing) in the said Statutes, touching matters not expressly provided for 
by the said Charter : 

NOW KNOW YE, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Charter, 
We do by these Presents, under Our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Hens, 
Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said Statutes of the said.
